Fuel oil rationing —p ossibly 25 p er 
cent below normal use—has been 
ordered in a v ast 30-state area for 
the coming heating season. 
In addition to the 17 Atlantic 
seaboard states in which g asoline 
already is 
rationed, 
sup p lies of 
fuel oil will be curtailed in these 
13 middle w estern states: 
Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, 
Illinois, 
Indiana. Michig an, Ohio, Missouri, 
Iowa, 
Kansas, 
N ebraska. 
N orth 
D akota, South D akota and K en­ 
tucky .

In an order last nig ht authoriz­ 
ing fuel oil rationing , Chairm an 
Donald M Nelson of the W ar P ro ­ 
duction Board said the shortag e of

"The fuel shortag e, resulting as 
it does from a loss of (tanker)

Under a coup on sy stem to be 
set up by the Office of Price Ad 
m inistration rationing will v ary in 
different reg ions. 
Details will not 
be announced until OPA has com ­ 
p leted its p lans. 
During the p eriod Sep t. 16 -30, 
fuel oil deliv eries in the rationed 
area will be under control. 
Any 
fuel oil tank used for heating , 
cooling , or w ater heating equip ­ 
m ent in a p riv ate dwelling (one 
desig ned 
for the 
occup ancy

fewer than four families) m ay be 
filled to cap acity , 
p rov ided 
the 
tank does not ex ceed 27 5 g allons. 
In other p riv ate dwelling s, deliv ­ 
eries will be limited to 50 p er cent 
of cap acity . 
Beg inning Oct. 1, no deliv eries 
may be m ade w ithout the w ritten 
g uarantee of the p erson receiv ing 
oil th a t he will surrender coup ons 
when issued. 
The rationing sy stem will m ake 
p rov isions for sup p lem entary al­ 
lowances in em erg encies and in 
cases of 
unusual 
hardship , but 
p ersons who were able to conv ert 
to the use of coal and om itted to 
do so will not be elig ible for ex tra 
rations.

Hull's Warning to Vichy Regarded 
as Dare to France to Break Ties 


W ashing ton, Sep t. 16 — (A P) — 
The p ro-ax is Vichy 
g ov ernment 
of Pierre Lav al had 
notice today 
th a t any 
wholesale 
transfer of 
French m anp ower to G erm any ’s 
w ar factories would be reg arded 
by the United States as aid to the 
enemy and v iolation 
of F ran ce’s 
oblig ations 
under 
international 
law. 
In notify ing the 
Vichy am bas­ 
sador to this effect y esterday . Sec­ 
retary of S tate Hull also took oc­ 
casion 
to ex p ress

g ov ern­

condemnation 
of m ass dep ortation of Jews from 
unoccup ied France.. 
The te x t of his rem arks to A m ­ 
bassador Gaston H enry -H ay e was 
not made p ublic, but Hull bluntly 
told rep orters the attitude of the 
United S tates and added em p hasis 
to his statem ents by authorizing 
direct quotation. 
He characterized the m ass de- 


p ortation of refug ees as "rev olt­ 
ing and fiendish”, 
p ointing 
out 
th a t it inv olv ed "deliv ery of these 
unhap p y p eop le 
to enemies 
who 
hav e announced and in consider­ 
able m easure ex ecuted their inten­ 
tion to 
enslav e, 
m altreat 
and 
ev entually ex term inate them un­ 
der conditions 
of the 
most ex ­ 
trem e cruelty ”. 
Nev ertheless 
the 
secretary of 
state's strong lang uag e was not 
unanim ously interp reted as an in­ 
dication th a t

earlier, w ith a smile on his lip s 
th a t he had strang led the child's 
y oung er sister, M arg aret, 7 , in a 
nearby woods. 
Police booked him on m urder 
and kidnap ing charg es a fte r he 
told of ev ents beg inning when he 
p icked the children up in a stolen 
station wag on M onday nig ht near 
their home here and drov e four 
miles out of town. 
"Then I stop p ed the car and tied 
them both up with a rop e,” Police 
Chief F ra n k M allette said H aig ht 
told him. "I p ut a handkerchief in 
M a rg a re t’s m outh to 
keep 
her 
from scream ing .” 
Details of Crime 
The p olice chief said H aig ht re 
lated these details: 
He attem p ted to rap e M arg aret, 
but as the child tried to fig ht him 
off, he m utilated her w ith a larg e 
hunting knife; then he strang led 
her. He p laced the body in the 
car along side her g ag g ed 
sister 
and drov e back to town where he 
stop p ed in front of a store, w ent 
in and boug ht a p ackag e of razor 
blades. 
He 
drov e 
north a 
mile 
and 
tossed the body in a creek. F rig h t­ 
ened children found it there y es­ 
terday , floating face up . 
From there he drov e to the top 
of an incline ov erlooking the res­ 
erv oir. took Helen from the car 
and rap ed her. 
then p laced her 
under the car and drov e the m a ­ 
chine ov er her. 
Ho m utilated the 
body and threw it into eig ht feet 
of water. 
Ate H eartily 
Ho was hung ry then, and drov e 
to a lunch wag on where he ate 
heartily . He drov e to Stamford. 
Conn., where 
Connecticut 
state 
troop ers found him a t his home 
y esterday afte r he worked all day 
cutting g rass. The car was found 
abandoned in Stam ford. 
Police said H aig ht was traced 
after com p laints from women he 
accosted. 
The slain children 
were 
the 
daug hters of a middle-ag ed sales- 
manag er, P atrick Ly nch, who first 
notified p olice of their disap p ear­ 
ance when they failed 
to reach 
home for sup p er. 
Their mother, a tuberculosis p a­ 
tient in nearby G rasslands hos­ 
p ital the last six y ears, was told 
th a t M arg aret was killed in an 
"auto accident.”

Madagascar C h i e f 
Reported S e e k i n g 
S u r r e n d e r Terms 


London, Sep t. 36 — (A P )— A new 
British landing on M adag ascar has 
caused the surrender of remaining 
French forces 
in one northw est 
coast area, the British E a s t Africa 
command announced today , as r a ­ 
dio rep orts from the 
Vichy -con- 
trolled island, still lacking official 
confirmation, said its g ov ernm ent 
was seeking term s with the B rit­ 
ish. 
Gov ernor General Arm and An- 
net, the rep orts 
said, has asked 
for a cease firing order and term s 
to end the hostilities. 
This was not mentioned in the 
British communique, which rep o rt­ 
ed the inv ading troop s p roceeding 
steadily tow ard the island cap ital 
with more than half the distance 
cov ered. 
Of the new landing , it said only : 
"On the northw est 
coast, the 
p ressure 
of our column 
mov ing 
down from 
Am banja, 
combined 
with a furth e r successful landing 
from the sea in the 
Maromandia 
area furth er south, has resulted in 
the 
surrender 
of 
rem aining 
French forces between those two 
p laces.” 
M arom andia is 35 miles south of 
A m bam ja, northernm ost 
of the 
B ritish landing s last week on the 
w est coast of the island. 
The rep orts of intended French 
cap itulation were heard by B rit­ 
ish stations at 
cap tured Dieg o 
Suarez, M adag ascar, and at P ort 
Louis, Mauritius. 
Military circles 
said such a French mov e was not 
unlikely . 
(The German broadcasts denied 
th a t M adag ascar authorities had 
made 
ov ertures 
to the British. 
Vichy itself w as silent.) 
The British who seized the n a ­ 
v al base a t Dieg o Suarez in nor­ 
thern M adag ascar last May soug ht 
comp lete occup ation of the island 
to p rev ent its use by the ax is.

W ashing ton, Sep t. 16 — (A P) — 
The Office of Price A dm inistra­ 
tion announced today it p robably 
would g iv e the nation a Christm as 
p resent—the first of four "all p ur­ 
p ose” ration books which A m eri­ 
cans will be using for the dura­ 
tion of the war. 
Prov iding a 
quick 
method of 
rationing any article or commodity 
as shortag es dev elop , "W ar R a ­ 
tion Book No. 2” can be used for 
coup on rationing , such as is now 
emp loy ed in distributing sug ar, or 
for p oint-sy stem 
rationing , sucn 
as th a t used in Eng land, p erm it­ 
ting a consum er to "sp end” a ra ­ 
tion on different g rades and kinds 
of a g eneral ty p e of commodity . 
Each book is adequate for ra ­ 
tioning at least two m ajor g roup s 
of commodities for a minimum of 
six months. 
A total of 150,000,000 cop ies of | 
the book will be p rinted for dis­ 
tribution shortly before Christm as, 
OPA said. 
Each consumer will 
obtain a book on the basis of his 
p rev ious reg istration for sug ar ra ­ 
tioning . 
Ex p laining 
op eration 
of 
the 
"all-p urp ose” 
books. 
OPA 
said 
that, if m eats should be the nex t 
g enerally rationed commodity for 
ex amp le, one section of the first 
book could be v alidated as meat 
rationing coup ons. 
Subsequent ra ­ 
tioning p rog ram s could be added 
as they dev elop ed. 
OPA said the p lan of using four 
books was decided up on after it 
became ap p a ren t that the p rinting 
and p roduction p roblems inv olv ed 
would not p erm it p utting all cou­ 
p ons in a sing le book for distribu­ 
tion w ithin a reasonable time.

Jeffers is ex ­ 
p ected to become, in effect, com­ 
p lete boss ov er the Rubber Reserv e 
Com p any and all other g ov ern­ 
m ent ag encies in m atters affecting

"I am p lacing Mr. Jeffers in this

Tha t mea ns they will pa y income ta xes for two 
yea rs in a single yea r. 
In a ddition to the fina ncia l dra in, which people 
will be ha ppy to suffer if it. will only help win the 
wa r. there is the a dditiona l hea da che of prepa ring 
income 
ta x bla nks 
a 
form of cruel 
a nd unusua l 
punishment which no civilized governm ent ought to 
inflict upon its loya l a nd pa triotic citizens. 


I f every c i t i z e n ra n his persona l, priva te a ffa irs 
the w a y the governm ent requires him to perform 
when he fills out his income ta x bla nk, the country 
would be tied into menta l a nd economic knots tha t 
would drive even a n Einstein to the booby ba tch.

It recognizes the need which will exist, a fter 
the wa r, for repla cement of now unprocura ble hea vy 
household good s—refrigera tors, a utomobiles, hea t­ 
ing pla nts, stoves, etc.— a nd the fa ct tha t unless 
m oney is a va ila ble a t tha t time, the hea vy indus­

production.

requirements,

schem e provides j 
for substa ntia l postwa r refunds to pa yers of this, 


ta x. 
To these exten ts the Victory T a x is a n improve- | 
m ent over the a lterna tives which ha d been under j 


considera tion. 
The public should recognize, however, tha t the 
Victory Ta x is not a scientific substitute for the un- I 
scientific ta x structure which ha s grown up. 
It does not repla ce the incom e ta x. 
It ha s 
nothing to do with the desira bility of the Rumi j 
withholding ta x pla n, which is being kicked a bout 
notw ithsta nding strong public a pprova l. 
The need for hea vy new ta xes ha s been a m a t­ 
ter of public know ledge for m a ny months. President 
Roosevelt ma de it Point N um ber One in his seven- 
point a nti-infla tion progra m recomm ended to con­ 
gress la st April. 
The people,, who ordina rily ha te 
ta xes, h a v e ma de it a bunda ntly clea r tha t for wa r 
purposes thete is no ceiling upon their willingness 
to pa y, a nd pa y, a nd pa y. 
Yet a t the la st moment, 
it w a s necessa ry to produce a ma keshift.

With in anoth er month th e tigh t 
meat situ ation sh ou ld be greatly 
relieved, bu t in th e meantime th e 
su ggestion to Illinois h ou sewives 
is to serve as mu ch pou ltry as 
possible, and to bu y th e best cu ts 
of meat wh ich th e family can af­ 
ford and wh ich can be fou nd on 
th e local m arket. 
A tendency to bu y th e ch eaper 
cu ts of m eat au tom atically raises 
th e demand for th ese cu ts and 
th erefore th e price, stated Sleeter 
Bu ll, professor of meats, Univer­ 
sity of Illinois College of Agricu l­ 
tu re. 
Wh ile acknowledging th at 
th e lower am ou nt of m eat now 
available will mean 
th e 
h ou se­ 
wives cannot alway s get th e cu t 
th ey wish , Bu ll pointed ou t th at, 
at th e present, th ere is a very 
small price 
spread 
between th e 
better cu ts and th e poorer cu ts of 
m eat or h igh 
qu ality 
and 
low 
qu ality 
meat. 
For 
example, 
ch u ck roast h as been selling for 
almost as 
mu ch 
as rib roa st 
Ch oice steers are selling at 15 to 
16 cents a pou nd wh ile bologna 
bu lls are selling for 11 to 12 cents 
s pou nd. 
Even less difference is notice­ 
able between th e best 
and th e 
poorest cu ts of pork with sh ou l­ 
ders selling for 26 to 27 cents a 
pou nd wh olesale and loan at 27 
to 29 cents. 
Th is means, said 
Bu ll, th at in addition to combating 
th e m eat difficu lty brou gh t on by 
wartim e 
conditions, 
h ou sewives 
are creating still fu rth er problems 
for th emselves. 
Many factors are contribu ting 
to th e present dilemma, h ou se­ 
wives are told. 
Normally th is is 
th e slack season for m arketing 
m eat animals. 
In addition, h ogs 
are not coming to m arket as early 
as formerly becau se th e govern­ 
m ent h as requ ested farm ers to 
feed th eir h ogs to h eavier weigh ts. 
Th ia means th at th e spring pig 
crop will not sta rt sh owing u p on 
th e m arket u ntil th e latter part of 
September. 
Peak season for h og 
receipts is December and Janu ­ 
ary . 
Anoth er factor entering In­ 
to th e pork pictu re is th at th e 
nu m ber of sows fattened for th e 
su m m er m arket was decreased in 
order th a t h og produ ction may be 
continu ed a t a h igh level. 
Good fall pastu res In th e west 
are one contribu ting factor for 
beef cattle not coming to m arket 
as soon 
th is 
fall. 
Ordinarily 
h eavy receipts for beef and lamb 
take place after th e w estern pas­ 
tu res h ave dried u p. 
As to qu ality 
of beef on th e m arket, Bu ll ex­ 
pressed th e opinion th a t next y ear 
th e qu ality will probably be con 
siderably lower.

essitate rebuilding of 37 per cent 
of the s ta te ’s 11.38 9 -mile prim ary 
road system within 10 years, and 
more than 8 5 per cent of the en­ 
tire concrete netw ork in the next 
20 years. 
T hat conclusion w as revealed to­ 
day in the first published report 
of an exhaustive statew ide study 
of 
highw ay 
depreciation 
made 
within recent 
m onths 
by 
state 
highw ay division engineers. 
If w ar 
conditions 
perm itted, 
the state should this year have re 
constructed 9 24 miles of w orn-out 
prim ary highways, said the report, 
which estim ated th a t 1,260 miles 
more would need replacem ent in 
five years and 
2,09 2 
additional 
miles in 10 years. 
Most 
of 
the 
state's 
prim ary 
highw ay system —biggest 
in 
the 
nation—w as built afte r 19 17 with 
a $60,000,000 bond issue th a t year 
and a second $ 100.000,000 issue in 
19 23. 
M any sections are netween 
20 and 25 years old. 
The findings of the engineers’ 
study were included in an analysis 
of state highw ay problem s by the 
research division of 
the 
Illinois 
Legislative Council, prepared for 
m em bers of the legislature. 
Co nstructio n 
Needs 
“Even assum ing longer economic 
service lives than the estim ates 
m ade ,it is apparent, w ith over 37 
per cent of the prim ary system 
deemed to need retirem ent now or 
within ten years, th a t there will be 
substantial need for construction 
to replace existing surfaces, all 
aside from 
any construction 
of 
new routes ”, said the legislative 
council report. 
“These 
considerations 
suggest 
the possible desirability 
of 
c ur­ 
rently planning, ranking designing, 
and even securing right-of-w ay for 
post-w ar construction 
program s, 
and preserving funds for th a t pur­ 
pose”’. 
In 
conducting 
their study 
of 
the s ta te ’s highw ays, district en­ 
gineers w ere told to regard “obso­ 
lescence with respect 
to 
align­ 
m ent, width, and sight distance, 
as well as surface or subgrade fail­ 
ure ” as reasons for retirem ent and 
w ere expected to consider 30 years 
as the m axim um service life of 
concrete pavement. 
Referring to the highw ay divis­ 
ion’s current $10,000,000 program 
of 
highw ay 
patching, 
instituted 
after the w a r brought restrictions 
against new road building or re­ 
construction, 
the 
Legislative 
Council report said: 
Ex trao rdinary Pro g ram 
“It is apparently the policy of 
the highw ay division to undertake 
an extraordinary m aintenance pro­ 
gram of 
concrete 
patching 
and 
bitum inous surfacing on 
top of 
w orn-out pavements. 
“The extraordinary program is 
justified on the grounds th a t cer­ 
tain routes which should be re­ 
constructed will not rem ain serv­ 
iceable through the probable w ar 
period’”. 
Discussing the possibility th a t 
increased highw ay revenue would 
be needed to finance the huge re ­ 
construction program , the coun­ 
cil’s’ report mentioned license fee 
and gasoline tax boosts as “ob­ 
vious m easures for increasing m o­ 
tor vehicle revenue if th a t should 
become necessary’”. 
The average Illinois m otor ve­ 
hicle registration 
is

year, com pared w ith a national
